Late revellers lead to 



TOWN centre residents 
fed up with the disturb¬ 
ance caused by late 
night revellers have the 
chance to say “enough 
is enough” if a new 
council policy is ad¬ 
opted. 

The policy will effectively 
ban any new nightclubs, 
pubs and late-night food 
take-aways from opening 
in Newmarket town centre. 

Anyone applying for a new 
licence to serve drinks into the 
early hours of the morning will 
have to prove that their business 
will not add to crime and dis¬ 
order on the streets. 

Forest Heath District Council 
is inviting comments on what is

called its draft “cumulative 
impact policy”. 

The town currently has two 
nightclubs - De Niro’s, one of the 
biggest in the region, and 
Innocence, which opened earlier 
this year. 

There is also the Heaven lap 
dancing club and a number of 
pubs which stay open after 
midnight at weekends. 

Long-suffering town centre 
residents have complained about 
noise, disturbance, violence and 
sex acts taking place outside 
their homes. 

The police have also expressed 
concern about the need to have 
extra officers on the streets of 
the town on Friday and Saturday 
nights. 


The draft policy says the 
council wants to “reduce the 
dominance of pubs, bars and 
nightclubs” in the town. 

It adds: “Any future expansion 
of licensed premises/night time 
economy should be consistent 
with the wider regeneration 
aspirations of the council and its 
partners and should actively 
promote an inclusive town centre 
for all that is a safe and pleasant 
place to be in.” 

Figures produced by the Crime 
and Disorder Reduction Part¬ 
nership show a rising level of 
street violence in the past four 
years. 

The figures show that 85 per 
cent of the violence in the town 
centre in 2006/7 was alcohol- 
related compared to little more 
than 50 per cent in 2003/4. 

The council is asking resi¬ 
dents, businesses, and licensees 


to have their say on the policy for 
Newmarket as well as across the 
district. 

Coun Susan Honeyford, mem¬ 
ber champion for community 
engagement and communication, 
said: “The number of licensed 
premises, particularly in New¬ 
market, can have a great impact 
on local residents. 

“This makes it very important 
for us to hear as many views as 
possible before considering new 
policies.” 

Views - by letter or email - 
must reach the district council 
by Sunday, November 11.

Trainer’s secretary stole 
£9,700 in cheques fraud 


THE secretary of a top 
racehorse trainer stole 
thousands of pounds from 
him by forging his signat¬ 
ure on cheques. 

Derby-winning trainer Peter 
Chapple-Hyam lost £9,710 when 
secretary Lucienne Bentley 
wrote cheques for herself and 
her boyfriend. 

Much of the cash was spent on 
her boyfriend’s drug habit and 
the rest went on buying a dog, 
paying vet fees and paying her 
rent. 

Bentley, 35, was caught when 
Mr Chapple-Hyam grew 
suspicious about irregularities 
in his bank account and called in 
accountants to investigate. 

Bentley, of Dullingham Road, 
Newmarket, was given a six- 
month jail sentence, suspended 
for 12 months, after she admitted

13 charges of obtaining money 
by false representation. 

Mr Recorder Mark Bishop, 
passing sentence at Ipswich 
Crown Court, also ordered Bent¬ 
ley to do 150 hours of unpaid 
community work and remain 
under the supervision of the 
probation service for a year. 

Prosecutor Peter Gair said 
none of the cash Bentley had 
stolen over a four-month period 
could be recovered because she 
was unemployed and had no 
assets. 

Bentley who had earlier worked 
for former champion trainer 
Henry Cecil, took up her £20,000 
a year post with Mr Chapple- 
Hyam in September 2005. 

One of her duties was to pre-

pare cheques for signature by Mr 
Chapple-Hyam, said Mr Gair, 
and in the following month she 
learned to copy his signature, 
allowing her to draw cheques. 

The cheques had been made 
payable to Bentley as well as her 
landlord, a vet and one for £280 
was to buy a dog. 


In February last year Bentley 
was suspended from her post 
pending an investigation and 
was later sacked. 

She admitted the offences 
when she was interviewed by the 
police. 

Bentley told officers much of 
the money had been handed over 
to her then partner, who used it 
to finance his cocaine habit. 

Mitigating, Mark Butcher, 
defence lawyer, said: “It appears 
that one major factor leading to 
this offending was the abusive 
relationship she had with her 
former partner. 

“To her credit she has cut that 
off. She is now in a relationship 
with a new partner” 

Bentley had previously taken 
cocaine herself, but had stopped 
using the drug and was now two 
months pregnant, he added.

Teenage noisy neighbour 
fined and handed ASBO

A NOISY neighbour has been hit 
with an ASBO for playing his 
music too loudly 

Mark Ellis, 19, had his stereo 
equipment seized by environmental 
health officials twice after neighbours in 
the flats where he lives complained. 

Now the equipment, worth several 
hundred pounds, may be destroyed by 
council officials after magistrates in 
Mildenhall ordered that most of it 
should be confiscated. 

Ellis, a semi-professional DJ, 
rehearsed for gigs in his one-bedroom 
flat in Gonville Close, Mildenhall. 

But his music mixing got on the nerves 
of neighbours who called in Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Ellis admitted eight charges of 
breaking a noise abatement notice 
served by the council on various dates in 
May, June, July and August. 

He was fined £50 and ordered to pay 
prosecution costs of £250 and a victim 
surcharge of £15. 

Magistrate Susan Feary told him the 
fine had been reduced to take account of 
the value of the equipment which would 
not be returned to him. 

The court agreed to let him have back 
two flight cases and the hard drive to his 
computer. 

He was made the subject of an anti¬ 
social behaviour order for two years. 

The order requires him to ensure that 
music cannot be heard from outside his 
flat. 

He is also prohibited from causing 
damage to the flats where he lives or 
other property owned by Kings Forest 
Housing. And he was ordered not to 
cause harassment, alarm or distress to 
neighbours. 

Paul Weller, prosecuting for the 
district council, told magistrates that 
Ellis had also damaged the entrance door 
to the flats numerous times. 

And on one occasion the door was 
damaged less than two hours after 
previous damage was repaired. 

Mr Weller said: “It’s a catalogue of 
behaviour that cannot and should not be 
tolerated.” 

James Yardy, in mitigation, said Ellis 
had been diagnosed with attention deficit 
disorders ADHD and ADD, and he was 
now on a Prince’s Trust scheme run from 
West Suffolk College, Bury St Edmunds, 
which allowed him to practise his music¬ 
mixing skills “in a more appropriate 
environment.” 


Plants sold

Man freed after 
being buried 
alive in trench 

A BUILDING worker escaped with just 
a broken leg after being buried alive 
when a trench collapsed. 

The man, who has not been 
identified, was in an eight-foot deep 
trench on a stud farm near Newmarket 
when the earth collapsed. 

Other workers on the site at Penny 
Farm, between Brinkley and Six Mile 
Bottom, started to dig him out before 
emergency services arrived. 

Paramedics from the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance helicopter, which 
landed at the farm, and emergency 
doctor Paul Silverston gave medical 
treatment before firefighters were able 
to pull him out. 

Firecrews were called to rescue the 
man. 

Leading firefighter Ken Ashby, from 
Newmarket fire station, said: “I 
understand he was completely buried 
before our arrival. 

“We had to shore up the trench to 
prevent a further collapse and put him 
in a harness to pull him out. 

“He was very lucky.” 

The man, believed to have been 
trapped for about an hour, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in a road 
ambulance for treatment. 

The incident, which happened just 
before 3pm on Monday, is being 
investigated by the Health and Safety 
Executive.

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Gambler met jockey 
in pub, court told 



A JOCKEY accused 
of a race-fixing scam 
with six-times cham¬ 
pion Kieren Fallon 
was seen leaving a 
pub with an envelope 
after meeting a prof¬ 
essional gambler, a 
court heard. 

Darren Williams was 
spotted by police sur¬ 
veillance officers after a 
meeting with professional 
gambler Miles Rodgers, 
the Old Bailey was told. 

The day after a second 
meeting with the alleged 
boss of a crooked betting 
syndicate, a white en¬ 
velope was said to have 
been found under Will¬ 
iams’ mattress. 

The prosecution said 
£580 in cash with a £1,000 
bank wrap was also found 
on a bedside table at 
Williams’ home. 

Williams is accused of 
taking part in a race¬ 
fixing scam with fellow 
jockeys Fallon and Fergal 
Lynch, to allow horses to 
lose, winning the 
syndicate money on the 
online betting exchange 
Betfair. 

He is alleged to have lost 
four of the 27 races invol¬ 
ved to make the syndicate 
- said to be run by 
Rodgers - around £55,000.

Bridge Inn. 

Det Con Steve Woods 
told the court he saw 
Rodgers, Williams and a 
trainer called Karl Burke 
drinking at a table at the 
Bridge Inn, Walshford, 
North Yorkshire, in July, 
2004. 

He sat four feet away 
and heard words which 
included “Great Yar¬ 
mouth”, “seven lengths” 
and “seventy-seven 
grand”, he told the court. 

Mr Woods said: “They 
all left together. In the car 
park, I observed Williams 
had a white envelope in 
his left hand.” 

He played the court 
surveillance footage of 


the men leaving the pub. 

Jonathan Caplan, QC, 
prosecuting, told the 
court the previous day 
Williams had lost on 
Wares Home at 
Yarmouth, winning 
Rodgers £16,556. 

Pc Colin Gibbs said he 
saw Williams and 
Rodgers at the same pub 
with a former jockey 
named Gavin Faulkner 
on August 31, 2004. 

He said: “On the table 
were three mobile phones 
and a white envelope. Mr 
Rodgers then picked up 
the three mobile phones 
and at the same time 
nudged the envelope 


towards Mr Faulkner 
with the back of his 
hand.” 

The raid on Williams’ 
home was the next day. 
The envelope found 
under the mattress was 
similar to the one he had 
seen, said Pc Gibbs. 

Kieren Fallon, 42, form¬ 
erly of Newmarket, but 
now of Tipperary, Ireland 
and his co-defendants 
deny the charges. 

Rodgers also denies 
concealing the proceeds 
of crime. All the 
defendants are on bail. 

The trial resumed this 
week.

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Sheikh boost for 
racing charities

RACING charities in New¬ 
market have been given 
£10 million. 

Sheikh Mohammed, the crown 
prince of Dubai and one of the 
world’s top racehorse owners, 
has given away £2.5 million to 
each of four charities - including 
Newmarket-based Racing Welfare. 

Other charities to benefit are 
the Injured Jockeys’ Fund, based 
in Newmarket and Direct Aid for 
Africa, a charity started by 
Newmarket-based trainer 
Barney Curley. 

Further cash was given to 
Retraining of Racehorses, a 
charity which has been involved 
in talks about using historic 
Palace House stables in 
Newmarket. 

The sheikh, whose Godolphin 
racing operation and Darley 
race-horse breeding business are 
based in the Newmarket area, 
gave away the cash he received 
from the sale of the Racing Post 
newspaper. 

He provided the backing to 
start the paper and in 2001 
reached a deal with Trinity 
Mirror when the company took

over the publication. As part of 
the agreement the sheikh 
required Trinity Mirror to pay 
£10 million to racing charities 
should it subsequently sell on 
the title. 

The sale to Irish investment 
group FL Partners went 
through earlier this month 
triggering the payment. 


Cedric Burton, chief exec¬ 
utive of Racing Welfare, said: 
“The trustees, staff and 
beneficiaries of Racing Welfare 
are most grateful for this out¬ 
standing boost to the resources 
of the charity. 

“Plans for capital projects, 
which might otherwise have 
awaited a major funding 
appeal, can now be brought 
forward.” 

The first of 37 additional 
retirement homes being built in 
Newmarket for the charity will 
be available next year. The 
donation will help to bring 
forward a £3 million scheme for 
new flats for young people 
working in racing. 

Mr Burton said: “These 
plans, until now largely 
aspirations, can be given reality 
by this generous gift although 
further funding will be needed 
to complete our vision. 

“The gift will make all the 
difference in our work to pro¬ 
vide homes for the retired, 
infirm and the young.” 

The Injured Jockey Fund is 
expected to use the cash it has 
received to help build a home at 
Lambourn for injured jockeys. 


Sue quits council for teaching job

Racehorse 
sales smash 
more records 

MORE records were broken at the 
Newmarket racehorse sales this month. 

Following the record £2.6 million 
paid for a yearling filly earlier this 
month at Tattersalls, the racehorse 
auctioneers, the Book 2 and 3 sales saw 
840 horses sold for 29.6 million guineas 
(£31 million) - a seven per cent increase 
on last year. 

The average price over the two sales 
was 35,244 guineas (£37,000). 

Edmond Mahony, chairman of 
Tattersalls, said: “Books 2 and 3 of the 
2007 Tattersalls October Yearling Sale 
have produced record turnover, a 
fraction below 30,000,000 guineas. 

“If one considers that the turnover 
for this week last year rose a 
phenomenal 63 per cent and has more 
than doubled since 2004 it puts the 
overall strength of this week in 
perspective.” He said that 55 horses 
sold for six figures in Book 2 compared 
with 38 in 2006. 

“Demand was little short of amazing 
at times,” he said. 

Nearly 200 more yearlings were 
offered for sale reflecting the “huge foal 
crops”. 

He said that nearly £100 million was 
spent during the three sales. 

■ SHADOW Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer George Osborne visited the 
racehorse sales in Newmarket and the 
racecourse at the invitation of local MP 
Richard Spring. 

He met bosses at Tattersalls, the 
racehorse auctioneers, and the 
racecourse. 

Mr Spring said the Shadow 
Chancellor recognised the importance 
of horseracing to the British economy. 

He said: “It was excellent for the 
Shadow Chancellor to see the industry 
in action and so many of those directly 
involved. I am really most grateful to 
all of the directors of Tattersalls and 
Newmarket Racecourse for hosting the 
visit and for making it possible.”

A WOMAN had to be freed by 
firefighters from the wreckage of a car 
which collided with a fence. 

The woman was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with injuries 
which were not thought to be life 
threatening after fire crews cut the roof 
off the Volkswagen Polo car.

Monday. 

Fire crews from Cambridgeshire and 
Newmarket were called together with 
police and the ambulance service.

Fallon’s wife ‘kicked 
and punched’ woman

THE estranged wife of 
former champion jockey 
Kieren Fallon has 
been found guilty of 
assaulting a woman in 
a pub toilet. 

Emma Witt alleged “her 
head had been kicked in” by 
Julie Fallon, 41, a mother-of- 
three, in The Star pub, Lid- 
gate, Suffolk on January 27. 

But Fallon told magis¬ 
trates in Bury St Edmunds 
she was defending herself 
after Miss Witt, 27, came 
“looking for trouble” and 
denied kicking and punch¬ 
ing the insurance claims 
adviser. 

Fallon, whose address 
was given as Wigan, 
Greater Manchester, was 
convicted of the attack and 
given a one-year conditional 
discharge. 

Fallon and Miss Witt, of 
Freshfields, Newmarket, 
were in separate parties 
celebrating birthdays at the 
pub, popular among New¬ 
market’s racing fraternity. 

Derby winning trainer 
Peter Chapple-Hyam was 
with Miss Witt’s table and 
his ex-wife Jane was with 
Julie Fallon’s party 

Miss Witt said she had 
spoken to Fallon in the 
toilet about an earlier 
incident in which Fallon 
had accused her friend 
Sarah Cade of following 
her. She said Fallon 
responded by swearing and 
grabbing her hair. 

Miss Witt said: “I didn’t 
want an argument. I just 
wanted to clear the air. She 
was inches away and she 
grabbed my hair. 

“I took hold of her arm 
and she said ‘let go’ which I 
did but she didn’t let go of 
my hair. I ended up on the 
floor.” 

She told the court she was 
kicked and punched and 
curled up in a ball to protect 
herself, adding: “I just shut 
my eyes and waited for it to 
stop.” 

She said she felt “dizzy 
and concussed” after the 
assault which stopped when 
Jane Chapple-Hyam came 
out of the toilet cubicle. 

Fallon, living at the time 
at Cowlinge, near New¬ 
market, said she did not 
often go out and got her 
husband’s sister to look 
after her children if she 
did. 

She said: “When I go out,

I get comments about 
Kieren and things that have 
been in the paper about 
him. Sometimes they are 
joking, sometimes they can 
be rude.” 

Fallon said she had three 
vodka and cokes that night 
and had seen girls in the 
other party looking and 
pointing in her direction. 

She said: “I knew they 
were making fun. I didn’t 
want to spoil the evening so 
I didn’t take any notice.” 

She said Miss Witt “had 
an attitude” and added: 
“She is quite loud and I 
thought she was a bit cocky. 
I didn’t want any trouble.” 

She said Miss Witt tried 
to stop her from getting out 
of the toilet and had 
grabbed her arm, digging 
her nails in, causing 
scratches and breaking her 
bracelet. 

Fallon said she got hold of 
Miss Witt’s hair and forced 
her to the floor in self- 
defence. 

After Fallon’s conviction, 
her lawyer Micaila Williams 
said Fallon had moved with 
her children to Wigan 
because of “various incid¬ 
ents.” 

Fallon paid the com¬ 
pensation of £400 and 
prosecution costs of £750 
immediately. 

As she left court, pursued 
by television cameramen, 
she said: “I’m disappointed.”

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Husband asked his wife to shoot him 


A HUSBAND offered his wife a 
shotgun and told her to shoot 
him. 

During a row at their home 
Giovanni Rettagliati had 
earlier grabbed his wife and 
twisted her arm behind her 
back. 

An 11-year-old boy was also 
assaulted by Rettagliati when 
he tried to call the police. 


The row happened when 
Rettagliati returned to his 
home in Folly Road, 
Mildenhall, after a day’s 
shooting. 

It ended when he brought the 
gun from the hall and asked his 
wife to shoot him, Ipswich 
Crown Court was told. 

Rettagliati had denied affray 
and two assault charges, but he 


was convicted after a trial in 
August. 

Judge Neil McKittrick im¬ 
posed a 10-month jail sentence, 
suspended for 12 months. 

He also ordered him to do 120 
hours of unpaid community 
work and pay £1,000 costs. 

The judge ordered that the 
shotgun should be confiscated. 

Lindsay Cox, defence barr¬ 


ister, said there had been no 
previous domestic violence by 
Rettagliati. The court heard the 
incident happened in front of 
children who were being looked 
after by Rettagliati’s wife. 

Judge McKittrick told Retta¬ 
gliati: “I feel that you were 
behaving in way which was 
dramatic rather than causing a 
risk of violence.”

Councillors scrap move 
for civic neckware

COUNCILLORS 
have rejected propo¬ 
sals to spend thous¬ 
ands of pounds on 
corporate ties and 
scarves. 

The move follows 
claims that Council Tax 
could rise by three times 
the rate of inflation over 
the next five years. 

One councillor said 
the proposed expend¬ 
iture on ties and scarves - 
which could have been 
between £1,500 and 
£4,000 - paled into 
insignificance compared 
with other cost in¬ 
creases. 

Coun Ian Radford, a 
Liberal Democrat oppo¬ 
sition member of Forest 
Heath District Council, 
said: “It was not some¬ 
thing that I wanted to 
see go through. There 
are far bigger things to 
concentrate on.” 

He said Council Tax 
rises up to 2012 would 
add up to 27.3 per cent 
compared to about 9.5 
per cent if annual 
increases were kept at 


the inflation rate of 1.8 
per cent. 

He said: “The Con¬ 
servatives’ pre-election 
promise was to keep 
Council Tax below 
inflation levels. I’m not 
saying you can get 
money out of a stone. 
But you have got to be 
held to account.” 

The district council, 
which includes the 
Newmarket and Mild- 
enhall areas, is planning 
to spend £37.7 million 
with a further £7.3 
million earmarked for 
future projects in the 
period to 2012. 

Two of the most 
controversial projects 
are the new swimming 
pool and leisure centre 
in Newmarket, which is 
currently being built, 
and the £3.2 million 
revamp for the council’s 
Mildenhall headquart¬ 
ers - for which £2.5 
million had previously 
been allocated. 

A dramatic £4 million 
rise in the cost of the 
pool project was 


revealed earlier this 
year. Now, latest figures 
show the project is 
expected to cost £12.8 
million, £400,000 high 
than expected. 

Coun Geoffrey Jagg- 
ard, Conservative leader 
of the council, said: “We 
will be looking hard to 
achieve our promise.We 
have made no decisions 
about future Council 
Tax increases.” 

He said he did not 
expect “anything else 
horrible” to come to 
light about the swim¬ 
ming pool project. 

Coun Jaggard said he 
was not in favour of 
buying new council ties 
and scarves. 

The council’s former 
vice-chairman, Coun 
Chris Barker, asked in 
February for quotations 
for the cost of new ties 
and scarves, for women 
councillors, to be obtained. 

At the time existing 
stocks were running 
low, and they sub¬ 
sequently ran out.

houses and bungalows. 

But Newmarket Town 
Council’s development 
and planning committee 
has voted unanimously 
to object to the scheme 
on grounds of over¬ 
development. 

The committee’s 
decision was confirmed 
by the full council on 
Monday. 

George Sutton, one of 
the residents who put 
their views to the com¬ 
mittee meeting said: 
“We feel very bitter 
about the way we have 
been treated. The ten¬ 
ants are being offered 
alternative accommo¬ 
dation while the work is 
being carried out. Is it 
unreasonable for us to 
be treated the same? 

“We bought our hou¬ 
ses from the council in 
good faith and feel we 


will be living in a build¬ 
ing site for two years.” 

He said owner- 
occupiers had to find 
out about the scheme 
from tenants who were 
better informed by the 
housing association. 

He also claimed there 
were issues about park¬ 
ing and access during 
the works. 

The development will 
leave 12 houses - some 
owned by the housing 
association and some 
privately owned. 

Richard Radcliffe, 
regional director of 
Kings Forest Housing, 
told the Weekly News: 
“We spoke to everybody 
around the area about 18 
months ago. 

“We discussed it with 
owner-occupiers as well 
as our own tenants.” 

He said plans are at an 
early stage and building 
work was not due to 
start until late 2009 or 
2010.

Henry Cecil’s 
Multidimensional 
stayed on in fifth after 
traffic problems. 
Rouget said: “This 
horse has the 
maximum of heart. He 
is such a little thing, 
but he is so 
courageous. I thought 
today it would be 
tough for him as he 
had never met older 
horses or run on a 
straight course.” 
Lemaire, successful in 
the race 12 months 
ago on Pride and 
winner of this 
season’s Cheveley 
Park Stakes on 
Natagora, said: “I feel 
great on this track.”

MILDENHALL’S track record 
was smashed three times as 
Peterborough’s Elite League 
class shone through to win 
West Row’s “Big Bang” finale.

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This time I’m quitting for good: Huffer 


GEOFF Huffer, trainer of dual 
2000 Guineas winner 
Cockney Rebel, has decided 
to quit training for the second 
time. 

The 60-year-old 
Newmarket-based trainer first 
packed up in 1991 after his 
backers were forced into 
receivership, but insists this 
time it is his decision. 

“I have decided to give up 
training for good this time,” 
he said. 

“It has been at the back of 
my mind since Cockney 
Rebel went wrong in 
September, and it makes 
sense to go out now, at the 
top, rather than at the 
bottom. 

“It has been an absolutely 
magnificent experience 
second time around, and 
Cockney Rebel has taken me 
to places we could only 
dream about. 

Huffer, the former drummer 
with 1970s pop band Mungo 
Jerry, started training in 1978 
and enjoyed notable success 
with the likes of Tina’s Pet, lie 
De Nisky (fourth to Nashwan 
in the 1989 Derby and third to 
Old Vic in the Irish version), 


and St James’s Palace 
Stakes winner Persian 
Heights. He went into the 
transport business after 
quitting first time, but spent 
five months in prison in 2001 
for non-payment of duty. 

He began his second spell 
training in 2004 at Grange 
House Stables and was 
propelled back into the 
limelight with Cockney Rebel 
in the spring. 

However, after becoming only 
the sixth horse to complete 
the English-lrish Guineas 
double, Cockney Rebel 
suffered a stress fracture to a 
pelvis in the St James’s 
Palace Stakes at Royal Ascot 
in June and although the 
horse was building up to 
return in the Queen Elizabeth 
II Stakes, injury struck again. 
Huffer added: “I’ll have a nice 
rest until after Christmas and 
have a holiday, which I 
haven’t had for three years. 

“I may still be involved with 
horses in future, but I won’t 
train again.” 

Ed Vaughan is due to move 
into the yard, owned by 
Jamie and Emma Spencer, 
next week.
